From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

In  the  course  of  sitting  shiva  for  my 
father,  I  came  to  realize  many 
things — not  just  about  him,  but 
about  myself  and  my  family,  and 
about  my  friends  and  the  shul 
community.  I  discovered  that  so 
many  of  us  are  rarely  exposed  to  the 

full  panoply  of 
observances  that 
constitute  shiva, 
and  there  are 
few  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  ask 
questions  about 
what  we  do  or 
why  we  do  it. 

Shiva  is  the 
Hebrew  number 
seven —  a  week  of  intense  mourning, 
intense  emotions,  intense  physical 
exhaustion,  intense  exposure  to  people 
while  confined  within  four  walls.  It’s 
intended  to  allow  you  to  talk  yourself 
out  (often  re-telling  the  same 
anecdotes  again  and  again),  and  to  get 
as  much  of  the  grief/emotion  out  as 
possible,  so  that  when  you  emerge 
from  shiva  you’re  as  ready  as  you  can 
be  to  re-enter  the  outside  world — 
perhaps  even  welcoming  the 
resumption  of  some  semblance  of 
normalcy. 

Rather  than  wear  a  torn  ribbon,  1 
chose  to  tear  a  tie  (a  really  nice  one 
that  my  son  apparently  had  his  eye  on: 
“You’re  tearing  that  one??!!”).  The 
ritualized  rending  of  a  garment  or 
tearing  a  ribbon  has  its  origin  in  people 
being  so  overcome  emotionally  upon 
learning  of  the  death  of  a  loved  one, 
that  they  reacted  by  tearing  at  their 
clothing.  The  torn  object  is  worn  only 
for  the  duration  of  shiva,  and  not  on 
Shabbat.  The  same  time  limits  apply  to 
wearing  non-leather  shoes,  which  are 
considered  a  luxury  and  are  also 


unseemly  as  they  are  a  product  that 
results  from  the  taking  of  an  animal’s 
life. 

When  we  sit  during  shiva  we  do  so 
(not  necessarily  on  back-breaking 
boxes,  but)  on  a  lower  level,  symbolic 
of  having  been  “brought  low”  by 
death.  We  learn  of  this  practice  from 
Job.  When  Job’s  so-called  friends 


come  to  comfort  him  in  his  grief  (in 
actuality  they  question  his 
protestations  of  righteousness),  the 
Bible  informs  us  that  “they  sat  with 
him  on  the  ground.”  Over  the 
generations,  the  superstition  has 
arisen  that  only  the  mourners  may  sit 
on  a  lower  level  or  on  the  shiva 
chairs/stools  (“If  you  sit  on  them

Our  Synagogue 
needs  the  dinner,  and  the  Colvins,  as 
they  have  so  many  times  and  in  so 
many  ways  when  asked,  responded 
“Yes,  you  can  count  on  us.”  For  many 
years,  the  money  collected  from  dues, 
from  school  tuitions,  from  our  Kol 
Nidre  Appeal,  was  enough.  It  isn’t  any 
longer.  Our  main  income  stream  is  our 
membership  dues.  It  is  essential  to  keep 
our  dues  at  a  level  that  makes 


belonging  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
possible  for  all  who  want  to  join; 
however,  now  membership  dues 
account  for  only  38%  of  the 
Synagogue’s  operating  budget,  and 
demands  on  the  budget  have 
increased.  Since  the  September  1 1 
disaster,  life  at  the  Synagogue  has 
changed.  There  is  never  a  time  that  our 
building  is  open  without  security 
personnel  present,  and  our  insurance 
costs  continually  reflect  the  new 
reality.  There  is  no  question  that  school 
tuitions  must  remain  accessible  for  our 
congregants,  but  to  assure  that  our 
children  have  the  finest  Jewish 
educators  possible,  we  must  pay 
competitive  teachers’  salaries. 

We  also  want  to  continue  to  be  a 
vital,  important  part  of  each  of  our 
congregant’s  lives,  and  we  must 
be!  Together  we  are  all  responsible  for 
the  survival  of  Judaism  for  our  own 
generation  and  for  the  generations  that 
follow.  We  are  striving  in  every  way  to 
have  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  be  for 
every  member  the  location  for  their 
Jewish  journey.  Through  last  year’s 
exploration  of  the  ties  that  bind  us  to 
Israel  and  this  year’s  examination  of  the 
spark  within  us,  we  are  encouraging 
ourselves  to  grow  as  Jews.  To  achieve 


when  you  don’t  have  to,  soon  you  will 
have  to...”). 

The  mourners  have  few 
responsibilities  besides  mourning  and 
saying  Kaddish.  To  facilitate  this,  a 
variety  of  “services”  are  to  be  provided 
by  friends  and  other  relatives.  In 
addition  to  paying  a  shiva  visit,  it  is 
customary  to  provide  food  for  the 
immediate  family  and  a  minyan  (the 
shul  comes  to  the  mourners)  so  that 
Kaddish,  a  public  declaration  of  faith  in 
God,  can  be  recited  within  one’s  home. 

What  to  say  to  the  mourners  is 
always  awkward.  Very  wisely,  our 


tradition  teaches  us  to  say  nothing.  As 
uncomfortable  as  the  silence  may  be, 
when  confronted  with  death,  what  is 
there  that  we  can  say?  We  demonstrate 
our  sympathy  most  appropriately  and 
powerfully  by  our  presence.  Rather 
than  mouth  platitudes  or  say 
something  insensitive,  we  sit  quietly 
until  the  mourners  initiate 
conversation.  It  is  for  the  mourners  to 
decide  if  they  want  to  talk  or  not;  when 
we  pay  a  shiva  call,  the  mourners’ 
needs  take  precedence  over  our  innate 
need  to  say  something  to  break  the 
silence. 


this  essential  objective,  there  must  be 
countless  ways  of  entry  into  synagogue 
life.  Some  members  want  to  explore  the 
meaning  of  Judaism  in  their  lives 
through  education,  others  through 
music,  others  through  Sunday 
afternoon  family  art  projects,  and  yet 
others  through  participation  in  our 
M itzvah  Day  or  Project  Ezra  Hanukkah 
luncheon.  We  must  make  all  these 
possibilities  available.  It  is  why  we 
exist. 

We  need  you.  We  need  you  to 
support  your  Synagogue  and  to  support 
the  dinner.  We  are  all  one  people,  and 
those  who  can  must  help  to  bear  the 
financial  load  for  those  who 
cannot.  With  each  passing  month,  as  I 
get  to  know  more  people  and  know 
more  about  the  daily  life  of  our 
Synagogue,  I  am  amazed  at  what 
happens  here,  the  depth  of  creativity, 
commitment,  excitement  from  our 
clergy,  from  our  staff,  from  our 
congregants.  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is 
an  incredible  place.  I  am  honored  and 
privileged  to  be  its  Chairman  and  look 
forward  to  celebrating  with  you  on  the 
26th  all  that  Park  Avenue  was,  is  and 
can  be.

Rothschild  Library  News 

It  has  often  been  said  that  a  person’s  values 
can  be  derived  from  their  expenditures 
and/or  bookshelves.  This  truism  can  be 
extended  to  congregations.  What  can  you 
learn,  then,  about  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
from  visiting  the  Rothschild  Library? 
Certainly  that  we  value  books  and  learning, 
that  remembering  our  past  is  paramount  to 
us,  as  is  never  forgetting  the  Six  Million. 

I  hope,  however,  that  another  set  of 
messages  is  coming  through:  The  most 
important  entities  in  this  Library  are  you.  If 
you  are  the  parent  of  a  young  child,  we 
have  children’s  storytelling,  books  and 
furniture  just  your  size,  as  well  as  support 
for  the  weary  parent.  For  young  students, 
we  have  a  brand  new  display  case — just 
your  size — filled  with  exciting  books  about 
the  lives  and  adventures  of  Jewish  kids 
your  age,  all  over  the  world.  For 
individuals  with  vision  limitations,  we  are 
building  a  collection  of  audio-books  as  well 
as  a  comfortable  listening  space.  And  for 
the  rest  of  us,  our  periodicals  section  now 
features  The  New  York  Times ,  Biblical 
Archeology  Review ;  and  Lilith ,  a  Jewish 
women’s  magazine. 

In  the  Code  of  Jewish  Law  we  read  the 
following,  “To  what  is  [the  moment  of] 
death  compared?  To  the  burning  of  a  Scroll 
of  the  Torah.  For  there  is  none  so  worthless 
in  Israel  who  did  not  possess  some 
knowledge  of  the  Torah  and  perform  some 
good  deeds.”  People  who  each  possess  a 
little  piece  of  Torah  flourish  best  when  they 
avail  themselves  of  the  places  where  they 
can  find  their  likeness:  in  synagogue,  and 
the  Rothschild  Library.  Come  and  learn 
how  important  you  are.

hose  who  are  familiar 
with  our 

Congregational  School 
know  that  the  arts 
figure  prominently  in 
our  curriculum.  Students  have 
regular  music,  visual  arts  and 
drama  classes.  However,  they 
also  explore  Judaism  and 
Jewishness  through 
movement  in  rikkud  (Israeli 
dance)  and  KAPAP  ( Krav 
Panim  El  Panim  -  Israeli 
martial  arts).  Iris  Cohen,  our 
talented  rikkud  teacher,  exposes  the 
children  in  Gan  through  Hay  to  basic 
Israeli  folk  dance  steps,  as  well  as  more 
contemporary  choreographies.  This 
year,  we  are  offering  KAPAP  with 
teacher  Albert  Timen  to  our  Vav  and 
MATAN  sheni  students  as  a  way  of 
introducing  them  to  an  aspect  of  Israeli 
society  with  which  they  may  not 
otherwise  gain  experience. 

In  both  classes,  the  children  get  a 
chance  to  move  their  bodies  and  get 
their  energy  out  after  a  long  day  of 
secular  school  and 
Congregational 
School.  Kinesthetic 
learning  is  one  of  the 
ways  of  knowing  put 
forth  by  Harvard 
professor  Howard 
Gardner  in  his  highly 
influential  Multiple 
Intelligences  theory. 

Many  of  us  need  to 
move  around  while 
learning,  with  the 
movement  helping 


us  to  process,  internalize  and  remember 
knowledge.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note 
the  there  is  anecdotal  evidence  that 
young  Jews  who  participate  in  Israeli 
and  Jewish  folk  dancing  form  especially 
positive  memories  of  their  Jewish 
educational  experience,  as  well  as  a  very 
strong  Jewish  identity  and  connection 
to  Israel. 

I  can  guarantee  that  visitors  to  our 
school  will  see  Jewish  education  in 
action  in  all  our  classrooms  -  but  they 
will  see  it  in  the  most  literal  sense  in 
rikkud  and  KAPAP  sessions!

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On  Saturday  evening,  December  18,  123  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  members  of  all  ages  boarded  an  El  A1 
flight  for  Israel.  By  the  time  the  group  returned  on 
December  27,  we  felt  closer  to  each  other  and  to  the 
land  of  Israel  than  we  ever  thought  possible. 
Throughout  the  trip,  our  members  absorbed  memories  that  will 
last  forever.  Whether  it  was  of  our  youngest  children  running 
through  the  streets  of  Old  Jerusalem  on  a  scavenger  hunt, 
cheering  in  the  stands  at  a  professional  basketball  game  in  Tel 
Aviv,  riding  in  jeeps  on  the  Burma  Road  and  triumphantly 
entering  Jersusalem,  meeting  with  Ethiopians  at  a  settlement 
house  or  the  moving  services  at  the  Kotel  and  at  Shira  Hadasha, 


there  was  a  “feeling  of  kehilah,  of  connection  with  all  the  other 
members  of  our  community,”  says  Brian  Lustbader.  Dennis  Karr 
remembers  “traveling  through  the  lush  farmland  of  the  Negev 
desert  to  the  military  base,  and  the  generosity,  kindness  and 
sheer  ability  of  the  soldiers  who  are  about  to  enter  Gaza  at  any 
time.”  Another  special  highlight  of  the  trip  was  the  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  held  in  a  Conservative  synagogue  when  10  of  our 
children  celebrated  their  B’nai  Mitzvah  with  4  special  needs 
Israeli  children.  Cloaked  in  white  tallitot,  the  13-year-olds  from 
New  York  City  helped  wind  leather  tefillin  straps  around  the 
arms  of  the  Israelis  and  read  aloud  from  the  Torah.  The  Israeli 
teenagers  led  the  service’s  prayers.  Says  Henry  Glanternik, 
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nee  in  Israel 

"l  was  especially  moved  when  we  all  said  the  Sh’ma  -  the  essential 
Jewish  prayer  -  in  sign  language.  It  reminded  me  that  there  are  all 
kinds  of  Jews,  but  that  we  are  still  one.”  Another  moving  moment 
came  at  a  memorial  service  at  Yad  Vashem.  “Listening  to  Cantor 
1  Lefkowitz  chant  El  Maleh  Rachamim  and  watching  our  children 
and  young  adults  place  flowers  on  the  ashes  of  the  death  camps  at 
Yad  Vashem  was  symbolic  of  our  victorious  survival  as  a  people,” 
says  RA.S.  President  Menachem  Z.  Rosensaft.  RA.S.  Chairman 
Amy  A.B.  Bressman  summarized  the  trip  by  saying,  “It  exceeded 
our  expectations  in  every  way.  It  was  an  incredible  week,  where 
we  could  see  the  beauty  of  Israel,  better  understand  its  challenges 
and  see  the  importance  of  our  partnership  in  creating  its  history.”
